Romantic Account of a Female Soldier o: 

the Revolutiovary War. 

Among the applications filed for mem- 
bership in the Sons of the American 
tevolution ata tecent meeting, says a 
letter from Washington, was one which 
contained the details of a veritable ro- 
mance. Prof. Gilbert Thompson, who 


on his father’s side is descended from a 


private revolutionary soldier, also claims 
descent from a private soldier on his 
mother’s side, this soldier being Deb- 
orah Sampson Gannett. Herein lies 
the romance. In an affidavit made by 
her when she. relinquished her invalid 
pension and received the benefit of the 
act of Congress passed March 18, 1808, 
she testified as follows: 

‘*Deborah Gannett, of Sharon, county 
of Norfolk, district of Massachusetts, 
makes oath that she served as a private 
soldier under the name of Robert Shurt- 
leff, in the war. of the revolution for 
upward of two years, in the manner fol- 
lowing, viz.: Enlisted in April, 1781, in 
the company commanded hy Captain 
George -Webb, in the Massachusetts 
regiment commanded by Cdé@pnel Sher- 
perd, and afterward by Colonel Henry 
Jackson, and served until November, 
1783, when she was honorably : dis- 
charged in writing, which discharge is 
lost. She was at the capture of Cornwal- 
lis, was wounded at Tarrytown, and

The Booths or Compartments for 
Preparing Ballots. 

Section twenty-one reads as follows, 
viz.: The inspectors of election shall 
provide in their -respective polling 
places a sufficient number of places, 
boeths or éompartments, whith shall 
be furnished with such supplies and 
conveniences as shall enable the voter 
conveniently to prepare his ballot for 
voting, and in which electors may 
mark their ballots screened ‘ from 
observation, and a guard rail so con- 


structed that only persons within such 
rail can approach within fifty feet of 
the ballot boxes, or the plaées; booths 
or compartments herein . provided for. 
The number of such places, booths or 
compartments shall not be less than 
one for every fifty electors or fraction 
thereof registered in the precinct, or 
voting at the last preceding election 
when there is no registration. [n 
precincts containing less than twenty- 
tive voters, the election may be con- 
ducted under the provisions of this 
act without the preparation of such 
booths or aig sate as required 
in this section. No person other than 
electors engaged re receiving, prepar- 
ing or depositing their bal ots, or a 
person present for the purpose of 
challenging the. vote of an elector 
about to cast his ballot, shall be per- 
mitted to be within said rail, and in 
case of small precincts, where places, 
booths or compartments are ‘not re- 
yuired, no person engaged in prepar- 
ing their ballots shall in any way be 
interfered with by anv person, unless 
it be some one authorized by the pro- 
visions of this act to assist him. or 
them in preparing his or their ballot. 
The expense of providing such places 
booths. or compartments and guard 
rails shall be a public charge, and 
shall be provided for in the same 
manner as the other election expenses. 
On or before the first day of Septem- 
ber of each year in which an election | 
is to be held, the officers now charged 
by law with the division or alteration 
ol election precincts, shall, as far as 
necessary, alter or divide the existing 
election precincts in such manner.that 
each election precinct shall not contain 
meg than three hundred votes.
